Some of these, chiefly the south, I 
am to visit and hek. Thousands of 
penitent girls find refuge, welcome and 
conversion there every year. Why ques- 
tion their conversion? If our gospel can- 
not save fallen woman, it cannot save 
Many of these converted 
girls are becoming good, industrious and 
well employed* women. Our own At- 
lanta home cares for nearly one hun- 
dred a year, and the Saintly matron, 
Mrs. Messenger, can easily confirm the 
Statement which I make. Three thou- 
Sand are annually saved in these homes. 

‘Besides this, the national mission is 
Sustaining homes for working § girls 
whose ee salaries are too small for 
& living® These girls are lodged and 
boarded and cared for at a nominal cost 
and they are removed from the tempta- 
tion that comes of findncial want. 

“Another interesting faet of the Crit- 
fenton work is the training school at 
Washington, where poor and virtuous 
girls are being fitted 
religious work.

Through a 
long life of usefulness to hig country 
and lis adopted city, Atlanta, he illus- 
trated such traits with peculiar force. 
iis father was Eward Maddox, 
enterprising farmer Of Putnam county, 
who in Colonel Miaddox’s earlier days re- 


moved to Troup. His grandfather, Notley | 
Maddox, served with distinction as cap- | 
tain throughout the whole wer of inde- | 


pendence. 

Young Maddox was raised on a farm, 
and lke most country boys of that day, 
when not at school did active work on 
the farm. Here he laid the foundation 
of that 
persona] physique, which he enjoyed for 
many years, enabling him with great 
ease to ecoomplish many difficult en- 
terprises, requiring capacity of endur- 
ance es well as mental equipment of 
the very highest order, He was given 
the benefit of excellent academic ad- 
‘vantages. He had the faculty of keeping 
his eyes open and cultivating his pow- 
era of observation. 

Imbued with patriotism and love of 
country, although not having attained 
'to years of maturity, he offered his ser- 
‘vice to the government for the Mexican 
war of 1847-8. The quota from his state, 
however, was mae up, and his services 
were not required. Thus he early ex- 
enyplified the spirit that animated his 
forefather in his devotion to the colonies 
in thelr strugghes with the British in- 
vaders. 

Being thus early well equipped for the 


‘| duties of life, he was at the tender age 


of 21 elected by an overwhelming vote 
to the office of sheriff of Troup county. 

To properly discharge the duties of this 
@ffice he removed to LaGrange. Here 
he goon became county treasurer, an 
office more in keeping with his financial 
|turn of mind. Hig inclination, however, 
| and hig ohief interests soon concentrated 
| im merchandise. In this new sphere he 
| $00n became Very prosperous, meeting 
}more than ordinary success. Recognizing 
his ability as an able financier, his fel- 
leow-townsmen s00n called him to the 
city council, on which Doard he met 
such men eas Benjamin H. Hill, John Bb. 
Morgan, Judge Wingham and others. Ail 
of these gentlemen, like Colone] Mada- 
dox, became in after life quite promi- 
nent in some sphere—in law, politics, 
statesmanship, Or some other depart- 
ment. The close and intimate relaticon- 
| ghip which these gentlemen bore to each 
other here eventually formed strong per- 
sonal ties that closely bound them tc- 
gether for life, 

Locates in Atlanta. 

In 1858 Colonel Maddox moved to the 
eity of Atlanta. Here he resumed mer- 
chandising. At the time of his coming, 
Atlanta boasted of a population of 11,000 
people. It had four railroads, one bank, 
two bank ageamcies, three printing offices 
and fifty-seven stores of al] kinds, They 
sold all told to the amount of $/,200,000, 
offering to the surrounding country of 
100 miles, to duplicate any bill of goods 
bought not only in New York, but fn 
any other place in the United States, 
Even at this early date the “Atlanta 
Spirit’ had begun to evolute. 

Conspicuous. in the directory in 1859, 
the first ever gotten out by a city of 
only 11,000, was the following card:

He was 
Geeply devoted to the “lost cause,” faith- 
fully discharging all trust imposed upon 
Rifm He was of undoubted courage, 
knowing his duty, he Gared to do it 
under eny ctroumstances, The «epiendid 
appearance of his regiment on al! op- 

ecasions weh attested his merit as a 
thorough disciplinarian. 

The hardships and severity of the cam- 
paign undermined his health to such ex- 
tent that’ he was compelled to resign, in 
justice to himself. He literally broke 
down before he sent in hig resignation. 
Major W. H. Hulsey, of Atlanta, suc- 
ceeded him. Major Hulsey was just 2! 
years of age, probably the youngest ma- 
jor at that time wearing the gray.

Every- 
where distress held eway; there was need 
of prompt action, his state was pros- 
trate. He took eae prominent part in that 
wise measure of the general assembly to 
purchase $200,000 worth of grain for 
distribution to the needy.

Whilst out on the discharge of the du- 
ties of this important trust, on several 
Occasions, Colonel Maddox was approach- 
ed by mercenary men with propositions 
by which he could realize a handsome 
sum by making false reports, In one 
transaction he would have realized more 
than $50,000, Colonel Maddox, however, 
remained faithful, telling them that he 
was “not to be bribed.” 

Financed City’s Debt. 

Colonel Maddox was destined to play 
another important role, this time in the 
first aldermanic board of the city of At- 
lanta. In the discharge of his arduous 
duties here, especially as a member of 
the finance committee, he brought to 
bear his eplendid abilities, and to him 
Atlanta is Gue a debt of lasting egrati- 
tude for his untiring efforts to rehabill- 
tate and restore her oredit. In both 
branches of the city council, especially tn 
thelower,did he as chairmam of the finance 
cOmmittee, bring to bear for the lasting 
good of the city the foroe of his finan- 
clai skill. Atlanta had been borrowing 
money at-a ruinous rate of |I8 per cent 
perannum, This Colonel Maddox was soon 
able to reduce to 7 per cent, which at 
that time in Georgia, was quite reason- 
able indeed. 

While he was giving much time and 
work to the city’s industry, he still kept 
his own affairg in good shape. His ca- 
reer as a cotton merchant, which busi- 
ness he entered into dtrectly after the 
‘War, proved to be a source of neat 
profit, 

Established Banking House, 

In 1880 he disposed of all his Other in- 
terests, concentrating his energies upon 
banking, cotton and manufacturing. 
With kindred spirits in the persons ef 
J. W. Rucker and W. L. Peel, he estab- 
lished the Old DOminion Guano Company 
and the Maddox-RuckeP?® Banking Com- 
pany, in both of which he held the presi- 
dency until the time of his death. The 
latter, today with mnesOurces above 
$3,000,000, stands as a monument to his 
financial ability—one of the very best 
institutions of its kind in the whole land.

Interesting Inquiry To 
Be Had at Capitol 
on Friday. 


The railroad commission will meet this 

week for the purpose of holding what 
promises to be the most interesting hear- 
ing of the year. The commission will 
meet Thursday, December 7, for the 
purpose of taking up the rate question 
but on Friday President Samuel 
of the Southern rallway, and 
J. F. Hanson, of the Central 
of Georgia, will be here to appear before 
the commission. as witnesses upon the 
subject of ownership of the capital stock 
of the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany. 

The railroad commission has been mak- 
ing inquiries into thig subject at one 
time and another for the last six or 
eight years, but so far, it seems, with- 
out definite or satisfactory result. This 
inquiry has been made particularly with 
the purpose of determining whether the 
Southern and Central should be put un- 
der the continuous mileage rule of the 
commission, which would result in a re- 
duction of about 10 per cent in the 
freight rates where the haul is over 
parts of both systems. 

The last inquiry along this line wes 
made something more than a year ago 
at the instance of the Atlanta freight 
bureau, which filed a petition asking 
that the Central of Georgia be called 
upon to furnish certain definite informa- 
tion regarding the ownership of its 
stock. In accordance with the petition 
the commission made demand upon the 
Central for this information. All that 
was learned, however, was that 49,985 
of the Central's 60,000 shares of stock 
were held by a commiuttes composed of 
Adrian H. ‘Joline and George Sherman, 
of New York, and Alexander R. Lawton, 
of Gavannah. Who the committee rep- 
resents was not stated. The other ff- 
teen shares were held by directors of 
the railroad company.

greatly increased if the additional fur- 
naces are buflt. It ts for this reason 
a@ temporary injunction is asked. 
The question as to a permanent injunc- 
tion, which ig also asked by the state, 
for the purpose of stopping altogether 
the roasting of sulvhur ores near the 
Georgia line will probably come up at a 
later date. 

Will Make a Hard Fight. 

The two copper companies have been 
granted permission by the court to file 
a demurrer to the bill, but it is not 
thought this will be heard Monday. In 
permitting Georgia to file the bill, the 
United States supreme court practically 
decided the question of its jurisdiction 
in the matter, and the demurrer wil] 
probably, therefore, deal with other mai- 
ters. 

The effect of the etate’s winning this 
suit would be practically to put these 
two big copper plants out of business, 
or at least it would put them to the 
great expense of providing means for 
disposing of these sulphur fumes and 
not permitting them to oscape into the 
air. Of course, the copper companies 
are going to make a hard fight against 
any such misfortune to them as this 
would be, and in this, it is said, they 
are backed by two Dig trusts, Amalga- 
mated Copper, which owns the two 
plants, and the Standard Oil Company, 
which almost owns Amalgamated Cop- 
per. Georgia’s fight wit these two 
trusts will no doubt be a hard one. 

This is the second suit the state has 
trought in this conneciion. The first 
euit waa filed by the state in the United 
States supreme court against the state 
of Tennessee, but was aismissed upon 
the promise of the copper companies to 
make certain changes in their ore roast- 
ing furnaces which would do away with 
the sulphur fumes. The principal change 
was the erection of tall smokestacks for 
the purpose of carrying the fumes high 
in the alr. But these sulphur fumes 
being heavier than air, sank to the earth 
and the only effect of the tall stacks 
was to disseminate them over a atill 
Wider area. .
